FOR  1961 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  consequence  of  the  Delegation  Scheme  for  Health  and  Welfare  and 
Education  Services  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1961  differs 
markedly  from  its  predecessors  in  that  it  is  divided  into  three  sections 
with  differing  time  limits.  (I)  General  Public  Health  for  the  whole  of 
1961,  (II)  Health  and  Welfare  for  the  period  April  1st  to  December 
31st,  1961  and  (III)  School  Health  Service  for  a similar  proportion  of 
that  year. 

This  arrangement  may  appear  to  present  a somewhat  disjointed 
collection  of  facts  and  figures  but  I was  anxious  in  this  initial  year  to 
paint  an  overall  picture  of  the  inception  of  the  newly  delegated 
powers  and  the  way  in  which  they  are  being  developed.  This  is  the 
more  important  as  some  of  them,  notably  Mental  Health  and  the  Care 
of  the  Physically  Handicapped  are  new  ventures  in  Hove’s  field  of 
social  endeavour. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid  1961  population  was 
71,640  against  the  actual  census  figure  taken  in  April  of  72,843.  It 
seems  likely,  therefore,  that  Hove’s  population  may  either  remain 
virtually  stationary  or  only  rise  by  about  the  intercensal  percentage  of 
5%  during  the  next  few  years  despite  the  increasing  erection  of  blocks 
of  flats. 
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The  Births,  Deaths  and  Infant  Mortality  rates  show  only  very  slight 
variations  from  previous  years,  with  no  deaths  from  measles  or 
whooping  cough  and  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  tables  on  pages  (14  & 15)  analyse  the  actual  causes  of  death 
in  detail  and  show  that  Heart  Disease  in  its  various  forms  provides 
more  than  double  any  other  single  cause.  Along  with  the  increase  in 
Cancer  deaths  as  a whole  is  a proportionate  increase  in  deaths  from 
Lung  Cancer  (51  to  64 — 51  in  males).  Deaths  due  to  violence  also 
present  an  interesting  study — 10  due  to  motor  vehicles.  Whilst  a 
great  deal  of  publicity  has  been  given  to  instructing  the  average 
citizen  in  road  safety  and  vast  sums  spent  on  improving  the  highways, 
motor  manufacturers  have  shown  little  interest  in  designing  models 
incorporating  features  which  could  do  much  to  minimise  if  not  to 
obviate  fatal  and  serious  accidents.  Even  the  provision  of  safety 
harness  is  an  expensive  extra. 

Suicides  were  equally  divided  between  the  sexes  and  now  that  it  is 
no  longer  a criminal  offence  it  should  be  easier  to  investigate  its  cause 
and  provide  with  more  hopefulness  preventive  measures.  Unfor- 
tunately it  is  not  true  that  persons  who  threaten  suicide  rarely  carry 
out  their  intention,  nor  in  all  cases  is  stress  of  circumstances  always  a 
compelling  factor.  Loneliness,  loss  of  employment  including 
compulsory  retirement  and  mental  illness  all  play  an  important  role. 

Infectious  Disease,  including  Tuberculosis. 

1961  was  a light  year  in  the  incidence  of  all  the  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  except  Measles  in  which  the  number  of  cases  was  double  those 
of  1960.  It  should  be  explained  that  the  26  cases  of  Pneumonia 
mentioned  on  page  (22)  were  mostly  of  the  Influenzal  type  and  only 
accounted  for  a proportion  of  the  68  deaths  from  the  disease  which 
was  mostly  a secondary  terminal  cause  in  old  people. 

The  small  increase  in  the  total  on  the  Tuberculosis  register  is  largely 
due  to  the  greater  number  of  inward  transfers  and  a general  decrease 
in  the  deaths.  There  is  actually  a drop  in  the  number  of  new  cases 
notified.  Reference  is  made  to  the  preventive  measures  against 
Tuberculosis  in  the  Health  and  Welfare  Section. 

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

A great  deal  of  the  time  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Atmospheric 
Pollution  and  also  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  was  taken  up  in 
correspondence  and  discussions  with  officers  of  the  S.E.  Gas  Board 
following  complaints  of  the  size  of  the  coke  dump  at  the  eastern  end  of 
the  works  at  Portslade.  The  Board  explained  that  the  height  of  this 
dump  was  occasioned  partly  by  a reduced  demand  for  the  product 
due  to  the  unusually  warm  spell  in  the  autumn  together  with  the 
need  to  reduce  the  size  of  the  site  available  for  stocking  owing  to 
alterations  in  the  plant  itself.  The  analyses  of  the  deposits  in  the 
gauges  serving  this  area  showed  an  inconsiderable  increase  and  no 
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action  could  be  taken  under  either  the  Public  Health  Act  or  the 
Clean  Air  Act.  Various  suggestions  were  made  to  the  Board  at 
different  times  such  as  raising  the  boundary  wall  and  dispersing  the 
coke  to  depots  in  other  parts  of  the  county,  none  of  which  were 
acceptable.  Whilst,  therefore,  the  question  is  kept  under  constant 
review  it  seems  likely  that  no  effective  statutory  action  can  be  taken  to 
compel  the  Board  to  reduce  the  height  of  the  stack. 

Slum  Clearance. 

Whilst  the  Public  Health  Committee  has  been  mainly  concerned  with 
the  closure  or  improvement  of  underground  rooms,  it  was  required  by 
the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  formulate  and 
submit  their  slum  programme  for  the  five  years  ending  31st  December, 
1965.  From  a survey  made  it  appeared  that  21  houses  in  Conway 
Street  were  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  should  be  dealt  with 
within  that  period.  As  these  form  a part  of  the  Council’s  redevelop- 
ment scheme  for  the  whole  area  it  was  considered  preferable  that 
action  should  be  taken  in  this  way  rather  than  as  a clearance  area. 

Underground  Rooms. 

In  last  year’s  report  I referred  to  what  I considered  was  a retrograde 
step  taken  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in 
lowering  the  standards  of  fitness  for  underground  rooms.  Con- 
siderable correspondence  took  place  with  the  Ministry  on  a number  of 
points  which  experience  in  Hove  had  shown  to  be  important,  notably 
in  respect  of  the  test  to  be  applied  to  floors  in  regard  to  dampness — 
the  allowance  to  be  made  in  the  paving  of  areas  above  9 feet  from  the 
level  of  the  window  and  for  windows  above  ceiling  level,  but  without 
effect.  The  most  controversial  new  clause  establishing  different 
standards  of  lighting  and  ventilation  according  to  the  use  made  of 
the  room,  however,  was  made  optional.  The  Committee  finally 
decided  that  the  amendments  which  they  put  forward  were  not  of 
sufficient  important  to  warrant  further  argument  and  in  consequence 
agreed  to  accept  the  model  regulations  as  proposed  by  the  Ministry. 

The  table  on  page  (75)  sets  out  the  results  of  the  Department’s 
efforts  during  the  year  and  shows  that  nearly  100  basements  were 
made  fit  during  that  period. 

Progress  in  Rehousing. 

Originally  in  the  three  year  period  between  1959  and  1962  it  was 
intended  that  100  houses  should  be  allocated  for  the  rehousing  of  the 
tenants  of  unfit  basements  but  a survey  made  at  the  end  of  1961  showed 
that  of  the  72  families  already  referred  for  rehousing  32  had  withdrawn 
their  applications,  18  had  already  been  rehoused,  4 only  required 
temporary  accommodation — leaving  only  18  still  on  the  waiting  list. 
It  appeared,  therefore,  that  the  number  who  require  rehousing  by 
the  Council  is  less  than  had  originally  been  anticipated  and,  therefore, 
the  total  of  100  houses  already  referred  to  above  could  be  reduced  to 
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60  all  of  which  would  become  available  by  the  end  of  1962.  These 
will  be  available  not  only  for  applicants  from  the  south-eastern  survey 
area  but  also  from  any  part  of  the  Borough  where  unfit  basements 
existed. 

Conclusion. 

I cannot  conclude  this  section  of  my  Annual  Report  without 
recording  my  gratitude  to  all  those  who  in  their  several  spheres  have 
constantly  and  loyally  supported  me  throughout  another  year — a 
year  in  which  the  inception  of  the  Delegation  Scheme  made  great 
demands  upon  their  time  and  energies. 

In  that  connection  I must  refer  to  the  very  great  loss  the  Council 
and  the  Department  sustained  in  the  sudden  death  of  Dr.  R.  W. 
Martin,  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  After  a varied  career 
in  Eire  he  served  this  Borough  well  for  five  years — no  one  could  have 
wished  for  a more  loyal  colleague,  and  he  enjoyed  without  exception 
the  friendship  of  all  those  with  whom  he  came  into  contact.  None  of 
us  is  irreplaceable  and  the  work  must  go  on  but  there  will  long  remain 
in  our  memories  one  who  filled  such  a special  place  in  all  sections  of 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

I would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  who  have  always  supported  me  in  my 
endeavours  to  make  Hove  a pleasanter  and  healthier  town  in  which  to 
five.

HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  SERVICES. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Delegation  Scheme  which  followed  in  the  main  the  Ministry 
of  Health’s  model  plan,  came  into  force  on  the  1st  April,  1961  and  the 
responsibility  for  its  organisation  and  administration  was  placed  on  a 
new  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  which  fortunately  included  a 
number  of  members  who  had  served  on  the  Hove  and  Portslade  Health 
Sub-Committee  and  were  therefore  familiar  with  most  of  the  aspects 
of  the  work.  Indeed,  in  many  respects  there  was  no  immediate 
change  in  the  internal  organisation  and  Portslade  continued  to  be 
associated  with  Hove  on  that  level.  Mental  Health  and  the  care  of 
the  Physically  Handicapped  were,  however,  responsibilities  hitherto 
unknown  to  Hove  and  experience  had  to  be  gained  as  time  went  on 
of  the  best  method  of  including  these  within  the  main  framework. 
It  can,  however  be  claimed  that  the  changeover  took  place  very 
smoothly  and  the  build-up  and  integration  of  the  various  services 
went  on  very  rapidly  thanks  to  the  interest  of  the  Hove  staff  and  the 
ready  assistance  of  the  County  officials. 

Despite  the  admonitions  of  the  Ministry  the  Local  Health  Authority 
services  have  tended  to  be  regarded  as  subsidiary  to  those  of  the 
hospitals,  designed  to  fill  in  the  gaps  which  could  not  be  filled  by  the 
latter  who  possess  all  the  advantages  and  appeal  of  curative  treatment. 
Health  is  too  often  regarded  as  something  which  can  be  bought  either 
at  the  doctor’s  surgery  or  in  the  hospital  bed  at  the  price  of  the  annual 
subscription  to  the  National  Health  Service.  To  my  mind  health 
should  be  regarded  as  the  individual’s  own  responsibility  and  to  that 
end  the  Local  Authority  services  should  be  developed  to  ensure  it, 
by  Health  Education  by  the  provision  of  auxiliary  aids  in  the  shape  of 
clinics,  home  visitors,  etc.  and  by  the  alleviation  of  domestic  and 
social  problems  to  prevent  admission  to  hospital  or  recourse  to  tran- 
quilisers  and  other  drugs,  and  after  discharge  to  enable  the  individual 
to  resume  his  normal  place  in  the  community,  the  latter  providing 
such  support  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  Only  in  this  fashion  can 
the  Local  Health  Authority  services  attain  parity  with  the  other  two 
curative  sections  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

Home  Nursing. 

Mrs.  Solly,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hove  and  Portslade  District 
Nursing  Association  retired  in  September  after  10  years  of  service 
devoted  to  the  organisation  and  administration  of  the  Home  Nursing 
Service.  She  will  be  remembered  by  all  those  patients  for  whose 
welfare  she  worked  so  hard  and  so  untiringly.  Her  place  was  taken 
by  Miss  Bryant,  who  had  been  her  Deputy. 

During  the  year  the  Association  reviewed  the  transport  arrangements 
for  its  nursing  sisters  and  recommended  that  the  number  of  cars  owned 
by  the  Association  should  be  increased  in  the  financial  year  1962-3 
from  12  to  14,  in  addition  to  the  payment  of  car  allowances  to  two 
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male  members  of  the  staff  who  owned  their  own  cars.  In  their  report 
the  Committee  expressed  the  view  that  these  additions  should  suffice 
for  the  next  2 or  3 years  but  felt  that  the  position  should  be  further 
reviewed  at  the  end  of  that  period  in  view  of  the  continued  development 
of  the  Hangleton  and  Portslade  areas. 

The  Association  has  always  been  most  generous  in  the  expenditure 
of  its  voluntary  funds  and  has  always  responded  to  appeals  for  assis- 
tance in  individual  cases  under  their  care  by  the  payment  of  nursing 
home  fees  for  patients  who  could  not  be  admitted  to  hospital,  for  night 
sitters,  and  in  many  other  ways.  In  December  they  instituted  a 
laundry  service  for  patients,  mostly  old  people,  whose  facilities  for 
washing  household  linen  were  either  non-existent  or  greatly  restricted. 
The  service  is  worked  through  one  of  the  commercial  laundries  who 
collect  and  deliver  twice  a week  and  the  Association  in  addition  to 
paying  the  entire  cost  have  also  provided  all  the  necessary  linen. 
It  has  now  been  decided  that  the  total  number  of  cases  which  can  be 
helped  in  this  way  must  be  limited  to  30 — at  the  moment  there  are  19. 
This  service  has  been  an  inestimable  boon  to  patients  and  relatives  and 
has  made  a tremendous  difference  to  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  all 
those  who  receive  its  benefits. 

Maternity  Service. 

The  Hove  and  Portslade  District  Nursing  Association,  after 
reviewing  the  staffing  position  recommended  that  the  establishment  of 
district  nurse-midwives  should  be  increased  by  4 and  this  addition, 
when  it  can  be  implemented, will  enable  a complete  rota  system  for  on 
and  off  duty  to  be  firmly  established. 

Health  Visiting. 

In  a report  which  I placed  before  the  Committee  in  July  1961,  I 
asked  for  an  additional  Health  Visitor  and  also  for  the  provision  of 
two  cars  to  be  shared  amongst  the  members  of  the  existing  staff  who 
were  responsible  for  the  outlying  districts.  It  is  hoped  that  very 
shortly  all  these  will  be  supplied.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  attach  a 
Health  Visitor  to  a particular  practice  or  group  of  practices  but  the 
co-operation  between  the  general  practitioners  and  the  Health  Visitors 
is  much  closer  than  previously  and  more  family  doctors  are  finding 
how  valuable  is  the  assistance  which  the  Health  Visitor  can  give  them 
in  dealing  with  some  of  the  social  and  domestic  problems  which  so 
frequently  occur  under  modern  conditions  of  life.  In  the  same  way, 
whilst  it  is  not  possible  to  follow  up  every  patient  discharged  from 
hospital  even  if  the  hospital  authorities  had  the  time  to  notify  them, 
liaison  with  the  various  hospital  almoners  is  maintained  and  selected 
cases  particularly  amongst  old  people,  are  visited  in  their  own  homes. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

In  June  the  Ministry  of  Health  instructed  that  a 4th  dose  of  the  Salk 
Vaccine  should  be  given  to  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  12 
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years  and  arrangements  were  made  for  this  to  be  completed  before 
the  inception  of  the  summer  holidays.  The  position  was,  however, 
entirely  changed  on  receipt  of  Ministry  Circular  3/62  stating  that  alive 
attenuated  vaccine  (Sabin)  given  by  mouth  would  be  substituted  for 
the  inactivated  Salk  one  given  by  injection  but  owing  to  delays  in 
production  this  alteration  could  not  be  started  until  April  1962. 


Prevention  and  After-care. 

This  section  relates  chiefly  to  Tuberculosis  and  the  tables  on  pages 
(49)  set  out  the  total  number  X-rayed  by  the  Mass  Radiography 
Unit  throughout  the  year  including  those  who  attended  during  the 
visit  of  the  Unit  to  the  Hove  Town  Hall  in  October.  During  the  year 
the  Director  decided  that  the  van  should  attend  at  Portslade  and  at 
Hove  every  Monday  morning  for  a short  period  when  anyone  could 
attend  either  of  his  own  volition  or  by  request  of  the  family  doctor. 
Experience  has  shown  that  this  provision  has  been  greatly  appreciated 
since  it  ensures  that  in  a case  of  doubt  an  X-ray  of  the  chest  can  be 
arranged  without  delay. 

The  usual  visits  to  the  senior  schools  for  Mantoux  testing  and 
subsequent  inoculation  against  Tuberculosis  by  means  of  B.C.G.  were 
paid  in  the  Easter  term  and  results  are  set  down  in  the  table  on 
page  (68).  It  will  be  found  of  the  854  tested  only  48  were  found  to  be 
naturally  immune — an  index  of  the  diminution  in  the  amount  of 
Tubercle  in  the  community. 


The  Care  of  the  Physically  Handicapped. 

These  consist  of  the  Cripples,  the  Blind  and  the  Deaf  and  all  of  them 
are  looked  after  by  voluntary  organisations.  There  is  a very  close 
liaison  between  their  workers  and  the  appropriate  members  of  the 
Health  Department  since  responsibilities  in  individual  cases  may 
overlap — an  aged  person  may  for  example,  be  also  blind. 

The  East  Sussex  Association  for  the  Blind  supervises  the  Blind  on 
an  agency  basis,  keeps  the  official  register  and  provides  2 Home 
Teachers  who  arrange  occupational  and  social  therapy  in  the  home. 

The  East  Sussex  Association  for  the  Cripples  correspondingly  looks 
after  cripples,  whose  physical  handicap  may  be  due  to  a variety  of 
causes.  Classes  are  held  for  those  sufficiently  active  to  attend  them 
and  for  those  who  are  confined  to  their  homes  alternative  measures 
of  alleviation  are  devised. 

The  needs  of  the  adult  Deaf  who  in  many  ways  find  life  more  difficult 
than  other  types  of  physical  handicap,  are  catered  for  by  the  Sussex 
Diocesan  Association  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  also  by  two  Hard- 
of-Hearing  clubs  to  which  the  Hove  Council  pays  an  annual  grant. 
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Home  Help  Service. 

This  service  continues  to  expand  and  the  demand  is  unfortunately 
limited  only  by  the  supply  of  helps  available  who  all  too  often  can  give 
only  a fraction  of  the  time  really  necessary  to  allow  old  people  to  live 
under  tolerable  conditions  in  their  own  homes.  Some  635  cases 
were  assisted  during  the  year  with  an  expenditure  of  some  40,000 
hours  by  50  Home  Helps.  With  a view  to  bringing  home  to  the 
helps  the  importance  of  the  service  and  of  assisting  the  personal 
relationship,  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year.  Some  have 
taken  the  form  of  a general  discussion  on  all  aspects  of  the  work  and 
others  consisted  of  demonstrations  of  cookery  suitable  for  old  people, 
first  aid  and  talks  given  by  a Geriatrician  and  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Queen’s  Nurses.  These  have  had  a heartening  effect  upon  all 
members  who  feel  now  that  they  form  part  of  a great  social  service 
designed  to  alleviate  the  lot  of  many  old  people  who  find  life  difficult 
but  still  wish  to  remain  in  their  own  homes  and  keep  their  independence 
as  long  as  possible. 

Care  of  the  Aged. 

In  Hove  in  1961  some  500  new  cases  were  added  to  the  register 
and  some  3,000  visits  to  old  cases  were  made.  Even  so  the  task  is 
too  much  for  the  two  Geriatric  Visitors  who  find  that  the  demands 
on  their  time  involved  in  investigating  new  patients  precludes  them 
from  effectively  following  up  the  old  ones.  Much  patient  enquiry  is 
required  to  discover  at  the  first  visit  the  extent  of  the  problem  and 
equally  its  solution  involves  many  discussions  with  relatives,  friends, 
social  agencies  and  perhaps  hospitals  and  Welfare  Officers.  Frequently 
more  than  one  visit  is  required  before  all  the  facts  can  be  ascertained 
and  often  the  ideal  solution  is  not  immediately  available  because  no 
bed  is  vacant  or  no  place  in  a home  forthcoming.  Old  people  deteriorate 
very  rapidly  and  many  should  receive  monthly  visits  if  some  crisis  is 
to  be  averted.  This  cannot  be  achieved  with  the  present  staff  and 
another  Geriatric  Visitor  is  urgently  required  if  the  old  people  are  to 
receive  the  follow-up  care  they  need  and  desire. 

The  results  which  have  been  achieved  have  been  due  to  the  whole- 
hearted co-operation  of  the  team  which  is  composed  of  Health  Visitors, 
Home  Help  Organiser,  Hospital  Almoners,  Geriatricians,  General 
Practitioners  and  County  Welfare  Officers  and  has  been  characterised 
by  an  avoidance  of  red  tape  or  lengthy  administrative  procedure. 
The  only  bar  to  meeting  the  needs  of  the  individual  has  been  the 
inability  always  to  supply  a bed  at  a time  when  it  was  required  and 
this  has  been  occasioned  not  by  unwillingness  but  by  sheer  lack  of 
vacancies. 

Mental  Health  Act  1959. 

Under  this  section  the  responsibility  for  the  implementation  of  the 
whole  of  this  Act,  with  the  exception  of  the  clause  relating  to  the 
provision  of  residential  accommodation  for  the  mentally  ill,  was 
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delegated  to  Hove.  One  Mental  Welfare  Officer  acts  whole-time  in 
the  area,  supplemented  by  the  services  of  others  from  the  County  on  a 
part-time  basis. 

In  order  that  persons  suffering  from  mental  illness  should  be  able  to 
take  and  maintain  their  place  in  the  community,  Training  Centres  for 
both  adults  and  children  are  essential  and  these  under  the  County 
Council  plan  will  be  built  in  Portslade  where  sites  have  already  been 
obtained.  Hostel  accommodation  for  the  adults  is  also  provided  for 
and  in  the  meantime  some  30  places  have  already  been  taken  at  the  new 
Brighton  Training  Centre  at  Coldean.  At  the  present  time  much  of  the 
emphasis  is  centred  on  the  follow-up  of  cases  discharged  from  the 
mental  hospitals  but  as  I feel  community  care  will  not  be  complete 
until  it  builds  up  its  own  organisation  with  clinics  and  trained  staff 
independent  of  but  working  in  co-operation  with  the  hospitals  who 
by  the  investigation  and  solution  of  all  the  emotional,  social  and 
domestic  problems  which  accompany,  and  often  serve  to  trigger  off 
the  mental  illness  in  the  patient,  will  obviate  the  necessity,  except  in 
acute  cases,  for  entry  into  hospital  and  that  only  perhaps  for  a short 
time.  All  this  will  require  time  and  experience  and  education  of  the 
general  public,  general  practitioners  and  perhaps  even  the  hospital 
staff  but  I am  convinced  that  it  is  the  only  way  in  which  the  community 
will  efficiently  care  for,  and  even  prevent  the  occurrence  of  mental 
illness  in  its  midst.  Mental  illness  is  quite  different  from  physical 
illness  in  its  impact  on  the  patient  and  there  are  fewer  short  cuts  to  its 
alleviation  and  cure. 

The  table  on  page  (52)  gives  some  indication  of  the  work  done  by 
the  whole-time  Mental  Welfare  Officer  in  this  area. 

Conclusion. 

Although,  as  I have  stated  earlier  the  changeover  took  place  smoothly 
and  indeed,  almost  imperceptibly,  I fully  realise  that  this  could  not  have 
happened  without  the  support  of  many  people;  some,  like  the  members 
of  my  own  staff,  directly  concerned;  others  like  the  Town  Clerk  and 
other  Borough  and  County  officers,  always  ready  and  willing  to 
assist  in  the  elucidation  of  particular  aspects  of  special  problems. 
To  them  I am  deeply  grateful  and  I also  extend  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  for 
their  constant  support  throughout  this  initial  period  when  some  of  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  were  new  alike  to  me  as  well  as  to  Hove.

The  Council  contributes  to  the  funds  of  the  Chichester  Diocesan 
Moral  Welfare  Association  and  in  addition  contributes  to  the  main- 
tenance of  Hove  women  and  their  babies  for  the  necessary  duration  of 
their  stay  in  Homes.  The  Association  provides  the  services  of  Social 
Workers. 

During  the  year  financial  assistance  was  given  in  11  cases. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  a contribution  is  obtained  from  the  Mother 
(Maternity  Benefit),  or  the  parents,  and  very  occasionally  from  the 
putative  father.

WELFARE  OF  THE  DEAF. 

The  Sussex  Diocesan  Association  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  attend 
to  the  needs  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  in  the  Borough  on  an  Agency 
basis  and  they  have  some  40  people  on  their  register  plus  a further  7 
who  are  both  deaf  and  blind.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  this  section  I deal  briefly  with  the  work  of  the  School  Health 
Service  in  Hove  from  1st  April,  1961.  The  various  tables  and 
statistics  speak  for  themselves  as  to  the  value  of  work  encompassed 
during  that  period  and  in  many  respects  are  very  similar  to  those  of 
previous  years.  The  School  Health  Service  does  not  lend  itself  to 
very  extensive  experiments  or  research  although  the  advent  of  the 
National  Health  Service  relieved  it  of  many  routine  curative  measures 
which  prior  to  that  time  it  was  forced  to  provide.  Nevertheless  it 
must  never  remain  static  or  become  complacent  if  it  is  to  continue  to 
guard  the  healthy  development  of  the  children  in  the  schools. 

Some  years  ago  it  was  decided  to  substitute  a medical  examination 
on  entry  to  the  Senior  school  for  the  one  previously  held  in  the  child’s 
last  year  in  the  Junior  but  experience  has  shown  that  this  again  is 
hardly  worth  while  and  suffers  from  the  disadvantage  that  the  teachers 
in  the  new  school  have  very  little  knowledge  of  the  pupils  transferred 
to  them.  I am,  therefore,  seriously  considering  recommending  that 
this  examination  should  be  combined  with  the  leaving  examination 
but  at  an  earlier  age  i.e.  13+  and  in  this  event  the  School  Medical 
Officers  would  visit  the  schools,  both  Junior  and  Senior  at  least  once  a 
term  to  review  any  cases  brought  forward  by  parents  or  teachers  in 
which  there  appears  to  be  some  suspicion  of  ill-health.  This  would 
mean  that  normally  there  would  be  only  two  routine  medical 
examinations  in  the  child’s  school  life  except  for  eyesight  tests  in  the 
Junior  and  Senior  age  groups  and  any  special  examinations.  Time 
would  be  available  for  more  concentration  or  treatment  of  those 
pupils  who  really  seem  to  require  some  investigation. 

I would  draw  attention  to  the  section  dealing  with  the  auditory 
testing  of  children  with  suspected  deafness  on  page  (69).  It  is  more 
and  more  being  recognised  that  apparent  dullness  or  backwardness 
may  be  due,  in  a proportion  of  cases,  to  undiscovered  mild  degrees  of 
deafness  and  the  problem  is  how  to  pick  out  the  suspects.  We  are 
developing  this  work  and  as  soon  as  opportunity  arises  I hope  to 
arrange  for  a sweep  test  of  all  the  children  in  the  Infant  departments. 
The  proper  treatment  of  deafness  starts  in  infancy  and  some  of  our 
Health  Visitors  have  attended  courses  to  teach  them  the  simple 
methods  of  detecting  this  disability  in  children  well  under  school  age. 
These  investigations  are  being  carried  out  in  connection  with  the 
Infant  Welfare  sessions. 

During  the  Autumn  term  an  attempt  was  made  to  settle  the  con- 
troversy as  to  the  parts  played  by  barefooted  dancing  and  bathing  in 
swimming  baths  in  the  spread  of  plantar  warts  and  with  that  end  in 
view  a foot  inspection  was  carried  out  by  Medical  Officers  of  this 
Department  in  all  the  Secondary  Modern  and  Grammar  schools  in 
Hove  and  Portslade,  see  Table  on  page  (70).  Unfortunately  the 
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results  were  inconclusive,  the  probability  being  that  at  times  both 
play  some  part  varying  with  individual  children,  but  it  is  impossible 
to  associate  particular  habits  with  the  development  of  plantar  warts. 

In  March,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Headmistress,  a survey  of 
footwear  was  made  of  about  100  girls  at  the  Hove  County  Grammar 
school.  Their  ages  ranged  from  11J  to  13J  and  the  comments  of  the 
expert  who  carried  out  the  inspection  are  enlightening  and  valuable  to 
the  parents  who  were  present.  70%  showed  good  muscle  tone  and 
there  were  only  2 case  of  Flat  Feet,  which  confirmed  my  own  opinion 
that  this  is  a rare  condition  in  school  children  of  both  sexes.  On  the 
other  hand  some  45%  were  wearing  shoes  J or  1 size  too  short,  which 
amongst  other  dangers  can  lead  to  the  development  of  hammer  toes. 

Conclusion. 

During  the  year  I put  forward  a composite  report  and  certain 
recommendations  relating  to  staff  additions  and  alterations  which  I 
considered  essential  to  the  efficient  running  of  the  delegation  scheme 
so  far  as  it  affected  Health  and  Welfare  and  Education  services.  One 
of  these  was  the  appointment  of  a part-time  Medical  Officer  to  relieve 
Dr.  R.  W.  Martin  of  his  duties  in  connection  with  the  routine  examina- 
tion of  school  children  and  this  was  accepted  and  the  appointment 
made  in  April  1962.  Unfortunately  the  untimely  death  of  Dr.  Martin 
in  May  made  the  full  implementation  of  this  changeover  impossible 
until  his  successor  is  appointed. 

I have  referred  elsewhere  to  the  death  of  Dr.  Martin  and  his  loss  will 
be  particularly  felt  in  the  School  Health  Service  in  which  as  a great 
lover  of  children  he  found  a special  interest.  The  many  friends  he 
made  in  his  contacts  within  that  service  will  miss,  for  a long  time  to 
come,  one  who  endeared  himself  to  all  who  needed  his  help  and  advice. 

To  all  those  who  as  always  in  the  past  have  assisted  me  in  the 
solution  of  the  many  problems  which  arise  almost  daily  amongst 
children,  teachers  and  parents,  I am  once  again  grateful — they  include 
Mr.  Stearman,  Dr.  Langford,  Head  Teachers  and  all  the  members  of 
my  own  staff. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Special  Services  Sub- 
Committee  I am  also  indebted  for  constant  understanding  and  support 
during  the  past  year.

(b)  By  the  heads  of  schools  who  may  have  noticed  some  defect 
in  hearing  of  the  child  or  inexplicable  retardation  in  the 
child’s  educational  progress. 

(c)  By  the  Speech  Therapist. 

(d)  Through  sweep  testing  programmes  at  schools. 

The  child  is  primarily  assessed  by  means  of 

(1)  A sweep  audiometry  test  for  pure  tone  hearing 
and  (2)  By  use  of  the  Michael  Reeds  hearing  test  cards  for  con- 
versational hearing. 

If  the  child  fails  the  above  tests  he/she  is  then  referred  to  a special 
hearing  assessment  clinic  and  is  there  seen  by  Doctor  Eyles  for  further 
investigation.  In  all  such  cases  referred  to  the  special  hearing  assess- 
ment clinic  a letter  is  sent  to 

(a)  Parent  or  Guardian  of  the  child  explaining  that  a hearing 
test  of  the  child  has  not  proved  satisfactory  and  inviting 
them  to  bring  the  child  to  the  special  clinic. 

(b)  A letter  is  also  sent  to  the  head  of  the  child’s  school  asking 
for  their  assessment  of  the  child’s  educational  attainments,  etc. 

After  correlation  of  the  above  data  and  further  investigation  of  the 
child  at  the  special  clinic  the  case  is  then  either 

(a)  Referred,  if  necessary,  to  their  General  Practitioner  and/or  a 
Consultant  at  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Hospital. 

(b)  Kept  under  careful  periodic  regular  observation  at  the 
hearing  assessment  clinic. 

The  schools  are  also  advised  as  to  the  level  of  disability  present  and 
as  to  any  necessary  action  to  be  taken. 

In  some  special  cases  a full  scale  I.Q.  is  requested  from  the 
Educational  Psychologist.
